INTRODUCTION Estimates from the Vineyards 2008 survey confirm that the 2008 harvest was significantly 
larger than 2007 as the industry recovered from adverse weather conditions experienced 
in the previous season. More favourable growing conditions resulted in a 28% increase in 


total grape production over the 2007 harvest, showing a return to previous levels. 


AREA OF VINES Grape growers cultivated 173 thousand hectares of vines, a 1% decrease from the 2007 
season. The total bearing area for grapes rose slightly to 166 thousand hectares, while 
the area not yet bearing fell again, to 6.5 thousand hectares. Red grape varieties 


comprised 58% of the total area of vines and 59% of the total bearing area. 


GRAPE PRODUCTION The estimate for total grape production in 2008 increased significantly from 2007 levels 
to 2.0 million tonnes. This was largely driven by a 38% increase in production in South 
Australia (the largest producing state) to 812 thousand tonnes. New South Wales was the 
next largest producing state with 554 thousand tonnes, while Victoria's production 


increased to 477 thousand tonnes. 


Red grape production (1.0 million tonnes) was higher than white grape production (933 
thousand tonnes). Reflecting the improved growing conditions of 2008, grape 
production for winemaking increased significantly (by 34%), to 1.8 million tonnes. Both 
drying and table grape production continued a downward trend in 2008. The production 
of grapes for drying fell by 31% to 56 thousand tonnes, while the harvest of table and 
other grapes fell by 19%, to 64 thousand tonnes. 


South Australia remained the highest red grape-producing state with 50% (511 
thousand tonnes) of total red grape production. New South Wales was the highest 
producer of white grapes with 33% (308 thousand tonnes) of total white grape 


production. 


Three varieties of grapes accounted for 58% of all production: shiraz (442 
thousand tonnes), chardonnay (428 thousand tonnes) and cabernet sauvignon (258 


thosuand tonnes).

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 
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INTRODUCTION 1 This publication presents estimates from the ABS Vineyards collection, 2008. Not all 
data from this collection are published here. Further data, including data for Australian 
Geographical Indications, are available on application to the ABS. 


2. The Vineyards collection is run on behalf of the Grape and Wine Research and 
Development Corporation (GWRDC). The survey is designed to collect varietal 
information on the main grape varieties grown and provide information about grape 
growing and production, including areas watered, and volume and sources of water 
used. The main user of this information is the Australian wine industry's Statistics 
Working Group (SWG), which is made up of representatives of industry peak bodies and 
represents the views of the industry on statistical matters. 


SCOPE AND COVERAGE 3 Viticulture statistics relate to the year in which the harvest occurred and are derived 
from information obtained in a collection of all known growers. Data quality is being 
improved through advancements in coverage. 


4 Tasmanian data are collected in partnership with the Department of Primary 
Industries and Water. The scope of the data collected is the same as for other states. 


GENERAL 5 The statistics in this publication are the final Vineyards estimates for 2007-08. No 
preliminary data were released for the 2007-08 Vineyards collection. 


6 Where figures have been rounded, discrepancies may occur between sums of the 


component items and totals.
